Mr. Hewitt, who for the past
year has been employed by the
Hercules Oil Company, was on a
ladder in the paint shop of the
Los Angeles refinery, about 10 feet
from the floor, and with a pair of
pliers was pulling a wire through
a conduit, when he fell to the floor.
Investigation has failed to deter-
mine the cause of the fall. Death,
due to concussion of the brain, oc-
curred before Mr. Hewitt was re-
moved from the foot of the ladder
just 15 minutes after his fall.

Mrs. Hewitt was on her way
home from a week’'s stay in San
Diego with her daughter, Mrs. R.
A. Jackson, when the accident oc-
curred, and all efforts to reach her
were fruitless until she ‘reached
Torrance.
Mr. Hewitt’s body was moved to
the Central undertaking establish-
ment at 5600 Central avenue, where
an inquest will be held Wednesday
morning. Services will be at the
chapel on Central avenue some
time Wednesday afternoon and, al-
though funeral plans are not com-
pleted, it js expected interment
will be at Forest Lawn.
